Student-produced hard and feature SAU news reports have been 
seen on KTVE-TV (NBC) in Monroe, Louisiana and AgNet , a national 
satellite network in Houston, Texas. Occasional SAU special 
events, interviews and news projects are seen locally on Cable 
Television of Magnolia, Arkansas. Students have found the 
newsgathering and editing processes to be both stimulating and 
rewarding. They can edit master resume videotapes of their reports 
and implement the experience gained on their resumes. 

The SAU Report is an edited compilation of selected Advanced 
Electronic News Gathering reports from the 1991-92 school year, 
covering a wide variety of university activities.
